Les

For the past ten years Lesley Goates has served as 
Editor of the magazine for the National Society, Back in 
1965 it was called the SM.P. NEWS and was published 
monthly. Later the name was changed to THE PIONEER , 
and it was issued on a bi-monthly basis* During all these 
years, the assembling and editing of news articles has been 
under the direction of Les Goates* Now, due to a heart 
condition, Les has been advised by his doctor to give up 
this responsibility* 

Les took on this assignment with a wonderfully 
qualifying background. An employee of the Deseret News t 
he became the paper's Sports Editor and was responsible 
for the publicity given to college and high school athletic 
events over a period of many years* How appropriate and 
interesting were the sports stories that appeared under the 
caption, “Les Go!” 

His versatility was demonstrated when other writers 
took over the details of covering sports events and Les 
became a Feature Columnist of the Deseret News. 

The literary field was not the only interest in the 
life of our editor. Music had an important part in his earlier 
years and he became the director of a fine group of women 
singers. Through Ms efforts, a number of women's choruses 
were united into The Associated Women's Choruses of 
Utah. This organization gave concerts in various places, in¬ 
cluding the Granite Stake Tabernacle and the historic Salt 
Lake Tabernacle* The last named concert featured the 
noted tenor, Nino Martini, as soloist. 

Always active in spiritual affairs, Les became bishop 
of the East Mill Creek Ward on January 30, 1949, serving in 
this capacity until October 23, 1955* As a bishop he 
manifested a deep interest in the welfare of Ms ward mem¬ 
bers, both old and young* His counsel was sound and he en¬ 
couraged the activity of the youth, especially in the field of 
music* His progressive attitude kept the physical features of 
the chapel abreast of the growth of the community. He was 
loved and respected by members and non-members* 

The editorials written by Bishop Goates for The 
Pioneer contain counsel that we, as members, can well 
apply to our own lives. Such a one was printed about two 
years ago. 

“Are we worthy of our Pioneer Ancestry?” 

“Certain kinds of culture and refinement , especially 
if accompanied with ease and relief from responsi¬ 
bility , are enervating. As Sons of Pioneers we bask in 
this kind of comfort and ease, but these we can truly 
enjoy only if we express our devotions and make 
sacrifices to the end that the firm ideals and lofty 
aspirations of our sturdy forebears are perpetuated * ”

We, 
too, shall miss him. 


Editor - Athlete 

Mr. Goates, a former star baseball 
catcher and basketball forward at Lehi 
High School, started his career with 
the Deseret News in October 1920. 

The following year he began writing 
his sports column, “Les Go,” which 
became widely known and was consid¬ 
ered one of the best-read features of 
the Deseret News . 

Humanitarian 

Mr. Goates was known as a soft- 
spoken and gentlemanly person with 
humanitarian instincts. During cere¬ 
monies in 1964 when he was given the 
“Banquet of Champions” Award by 
Utah State University, it was made 
known that he had helped numerous 
athletes through college by means 
of encouragement and gifts or loans of 
money. 

Churchman 

He served as stake superintendent 
of Sunday School, bishop of East Mill 
Creek Ward, stake high councilman, 
and Salt Lake Temple ordinance 
worker. 

Choir Director 

His 50 years as singer and director 
of choirs included 20 years as leader 
of the Symphony Singers, seven years 
as director of the Associated Women’s 
Choruses of Utah and 27 years as ward 
choir conductor. 



More Awards 

He was the recipient of several 
awards and honors, including the 
George Washington Honor Medal at a 
Freedoms Award ceremony in 1956. 

Les received the “Outstanding 
Member of the Sons of Utah Pioneers” 
award for his service as editor of The 
Pioneer . 

Pioneer Ancestry 

Mr. Goates qualified for SUP 
through both of his grandfathers 
William Goates, who came to Utah 
from Wimpole, England, in 1853 and 
James Munns, Orwell, England, 1861. 

Lesley Goates was born in Lehi, 
Utah, on February 10, 1894, to Louise 
Munns and George Hyrum Goates, the 
seventh of 13 children. 

Following his education at Lehi 
High School and the University of 
Utah Teachers Training College, he 
taught English and music in Millard 
and Alpine districts. During World 
War I he was a psychological examiner 
at Ft. Lewis, Washington. 

Married Leda Kirkham 

He married the former Leda 
Kirkham on May 16, 1918. They cele¬ 
brated their golden wedding anniver¬ 
sary on May 16,1968. 

Survivors include his wife; two 
sons: L. Brent Goates, assistant com¬ 
missioner of Health Services Corp. and 
a regional representative for the L.D.S. 
Church; Bruce Larkin Goates, a clin¬ 
ical psychologist; a daughter, Mrs. 
Lewis H, (Audrey Jean) DeYoung. 

Also surviving are 16 grandchildren 
and four great-grandchildren.

Rodeo Champion Creates Bronze Sculptures 
Earl Bascom, the Cowboy of Cowboy Artists 


The Old West comes to life at the 
hands of the cowboy sculptor Earl 
W, Bascom. A life member of both the 
Sons of Utah Pioneers and the U.S. 
Mormon Battalion, as well as a former 
Rodeo Champion, cowpnncher and 
bronc buster, Earl Bascom is one of 
the few western artists who knows 
the life of a real cowboy. 

Own Foundry 

Earl sculpts his pieces in clay or 
wax at his Victorville, California 
studio. Each piece records one of his 
personal experiences and is perma¬ 
nently cast in bronze in his own 
foundry, with the assistance of his son 
John. His bronzes are sold in art gal¬ 
leries in Utah, Wyoming, Arizona, Cali¬ 
fornia and Canada. One of his bronzes, 
a rodeo brahma bull and rider, was 
exhibited in the 1975 Mormon 
Festival of Arts at BYU* 

Pioneer Ancestry 

Earl Wesley Bascom was born on 
the 101 Ranch near Vernal, Utah, on 
June 19, 1906, the third son of John

W. Bascom and Rachel Lybbert. His 
paternal ancestors came to America 
from England in the early 160QY His 
grandparents and great-grandparents 
crossed the plains in covered wagons — 
his maternal grandmother walked 
1,000 miles barefoot from Florence, 
Nebraska to Salt Lake. Earl’s father 
was a deputy sheriff in Uinta County. 
His grandfather, Joel A. Bascom, was 
a member of the Utah Militia fighting 
in the Black Hawk and Walker Indian 
Wars, serving under Captain Abraham 
G* Connover; and in the Echo Canyon 
War against Johnston’s army. He was 
also Chief of Police at Provo during 
the notorious Cradlebougli Court era 
of the 1860’s. 

Earl was just six years old when his 
mother died* His father moved his 
family to Canada to start a new life 
on the open prairie of Alberta. They 
packed their belongings in a covered 
wagon, drove for six days to Price and 
took the train to Raymond, Alberta. 
In three days they were in a new land 

- a father, five young children, a roll 
of bedding, one silver dollar, and no 
job. They felt like pioneers. 

Ray Knight hired Earl’s father as 
foreman of the Butte Ranch. There on 
the ranch they boarded with 15 other 
ranch hands and the Chinese cook* 

World Champion 

Riding calves and breaking colts on 
the ranch soon turned to a profession 
in the arena* In 1918, Earl started 
rodeoing professionally at the Ray¬ 
mond Stampede, Canada’s oldest ro¬ 
deo* “I rode in rodeos from Canada to 
Mississippi,” he recalls. “All contests 
were professional — no amateur rodeos 

— and you had to be good to win, and 
you had to win to keep going.” 

For 22 years lie continued to 
rodeo, breaking a World Record and 
winning a World Championship title 
at Calgary. Recently, in recognition of 
Earl Ba scorn's achievements and 
contributions to the sport of rodeo, 
he lias been awarded an honorary life 
membership in the Canadian Rodeo 
Cowboys’ Association and life mem¬ 
bership in the Rodeo Historical Soc¬ 
iety* 


An Artist at Heart 
When just a boy, Earl wanted to be 
a cowboy artist. The works of Baldy 
Buck and C* M* Russell had inspired 
him. But art instructions in the one- 
room school he attended were few and 
far between — and so was Ms atten¬ 
dance, Working from ranch to ranch, 
Earl never did graduate from high 
school. But in 1933 he decided to stop 
punching cows for a while and enter 
Brigham Young University for some 
art training under the tutelage of the 
famous sculptor, Torlief Knaphus, and 
Professors E* H* Eastman and B. F* 
Larsen* 

Rodeo Finances College 

“There I lived on art,” he says of 
his BYU days. But actually he lived 
on art AND the money he earned 
rodeoing in the summers. When he was 
winning awards for the best oil 
painting of the year, he was also win¬ 
ning rodeos at Nephi, Salt Lake and 
Ogden for the best bronc riding* 
When school teachers were making

$500 for an entire year of work, Earl 
was making nearly $1,000 at rodeos 
during the summer recess. He is the 
only man in the world to have his 
entire college education financed by 
rodeo earnings. Earl graduated in 1940 
and later did graduate work at BYU 
and the University of California. 

Mission & Movie Actor 

Rodeo not only paid his way 
through college, it also paid for his 
mission to the Southern States in 
1936, serving under Mission President 
LeGrand Richards. It was there in 
the South that Earl met his wife, 
Nadine Diffey. They were married in 
1939 in the Salt Lake Temple, and

have five children. They moved to 
California where Earl worked as an 
actor in the Hollywood movie, “Law¬ 
less Rider 7 ’ and in commercials with 
Roy Rogers. He also worked as a cattle 
rancher, plastering contractor, and 
high school art teacher, before devot¬ 
ing full time to his art work. 

Busy Church Worker 

In his Church positions, Earl has 
served as Stake Missionary five times, 
Ward Clerk seven times, as counselor 
to two Bishops, as Bishop, and Stake 
High Councilor, He is now Stake 
Patriarch of the Barstow California 
Stake and serves as High Priest group 
leader in the Victorville Ward,
